Features of the engine: Jisar-shaped, 
about 5 meters long, maximum diameter about 1 meter, 
diameter of air inlet about 80 em, of nozzle 20 to 30 cm. 


Between November 1947 and July 1948L__ 
the jet engines at the test stand were changed only 3 or 
4 times. Each of the jet engines remained at the test 
stand one or two months, being put into operation almost 
daily.
